RAILROAD The committee on 
RATES TO transportation announces 
CALIFORNIA 


that a rate has been se- 
cured of a fare and a third for the 


yound trip between Los Angeles and all 


points on the Southern Pacific, the 
Santa Fe and the Salt Lake route. 
From Chicago the round trip rate will 
be from $62 to $72.50, and from St. 
Louis from $57.50 to $67.50, with stop 
over privileges, both going and return- 
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roads,” will cost $102.50. 
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ing. The regular summer excursion rate 
of one and a half fares must be paid 
by travelers from the East between 
eastern points and either Chicago or St. 
Louis, the established differentials be- 
ing recognized and one and a half dif- 
ferential being added to the price of 
tickets over the higher priced roads.

The question of what 
route shall be taken will involve also 
the amount of time to be devoted to the 


journey. Some of the members of the 


association will avail themselves of this 
opportunity for making an extended 
vacation, and many of these no doubt 
will be glad to join with Professor 
Charles Caspari, Jr., of Baltimore, who 
expects to leave that city on July 25, 
spend some days in St. Louis, going 
thence to Colorado Springs for a few 
days, thence to Denver, Salt Lake, San 
Francisco, and through the Yosemite 
Valley to Los Angeles.

In his 
last issue he attacks “that good old 
fake, Radam’s Microbe Killer,’ which 
it seems is Still alive, though over 
twenty years ago Professor Wenzell of 
the California College of Pharmacy 
showed the absurdity of its pretensions 


by publishing an analysis of its com-— 


position. Soon after this other chem- 


ists in the East did the same, but it 


still lives. | 

Incidentally to the vitality of such 
compounds, Dr. Robinson asks “who 
is instrumental in spreading, giving 
prestige to and in popularizing such 
nostrums?” and his answer on another 
page is interesting reading. His con- 
clusion that “the greatest menace to 
professional pharmacy today is the cor- 
poration drug store’ is doubtless cor- 
rect, both in England and America, not- 
withstanding the fact that there are 
corporation drug stores of whom this 
cannot be said.

sons specially in- 
terested, the ad- 
vertising col- 
umns of a newspaper or journal are not 
usually entertaining reading, especially 
those headed “Situations wanted” and 
“Situations open.” But we confess to 
being somewhat amused in glancing 
over these columns in a recent number 
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of our valued contemporary, ‘The 
Chemist and Druggist” of London. 
Here are a few: 

“Qualified assistant wanted; no Sun- 
day duty. Close at 2 o'clock Thurs- 


days.” Another closes at 2 o’clock on 


Saturdays. “State salary required (out- 
doors)” etc. We naturally ask what 
kind of a pharmacy is it that needs a 
qualified (1. e. registered) assistant and 
yet can close its doors at 2 o'clock 


every Thursday or Saturday. The ref- 


erence to “Salary required (outdoors)”’ 
shows that the custom still prevails in 
England of having the help in many 
cases board as well as sleep on the 


‘premises, the residence and drug store 


being often over the store. Another 
advertisement reads: ‘Wanted, quali- 
fied assistant for Locum work’’—a 
locum tenems being what we call 
a relief clerk, or one taking charge 
while the proprietor takes a vacation. 


But here is a man who wants an “Un- 


qualified Manager of Drug Stores.” 
There is no need to advertise for such 
people here, for we have plenty of un- 
qualified men who will undertake to 
manage anything, but in the case cited 
we suppose that some one who need 
not be a pharmacist is wanted to man- 


age a number of drug stores that are ~ 


not pharmacies, but stores where pro- 
prietaries and druggists’ sundries are 
sold by unregistered men. Another 
advertises “for qualified manager for 
country branch, energetic, smart and 
reliable; extractor and photographic 
preferred.’ How many of our Ameri- 
can “qualified” pharmacists would 
prove to be energetic in pulling teeth 
and smart and reliable in photographic 
work? 


But our British cousins appear to 
depend a good deal upon good looks. 
One wants a “gentlemanly assistant for 
high-class dispensing business, out- 
doors. Give age, height, etc.” Evi- 
dently tall men are at a premium, for 
several advertise their height, and one 
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says he is “21 years of age and tall,” 
and another says “is tall, good appear- 
ance and address’’; and still another, 
“Minor; tall; age 35,” and the request 
by employers for photo is frequent. In 
addition to good looks, the British drug 
clerk must have good habits. Several 
seeking positions advertise that they 
are “abstainers,’ and some employers 
stipulate that only abstainers need 
apply. 

The qualifications of these “quali- 
fied” men seem to be quite varied, for 
in addition to the pharmaceutical at- 
tainments, they are expected to have a 
knowledge of “Optics arid Photog- 
raphy,” “of Salesmanship,” ‘“Dispens- 
ing, Prescribing and Extracting,” while 


one lady advertises that she is a “Dis- 


penser and Bookkeeper.” 

The scientific part of the drug busi- 
ness is almost the same in England as 
it is in this country. Yet these adver- 


_ tisements reveal marked differences in 


the daily routine of the two. Across 
the water it seems to be quite common 


for the druggist to continue one or 


more of these as side lines: Opto- 
metry, photography, tooth extraction 
and counter prescribing, and the pic- 
ture presented to the American phar- 
macist is not alluring. 


STATE The Amended © 
PHARMACY macy bill having been 
La signed by the Governor 
on April 21st, will go into effect June 
2oth, sixty days after it was signed. 
While the amendments deal largely 
with the sale of poisons and habit- 
forming drugs, it also modifies the sec- 
tions relating to twenty-year registra- 
tion, general dealers and the giving of 
copies of prescriptions, and enacts a 
provision dealing with habitual intem- 
perance, etc., on the part of the phar- 
macist.

some good points, but is far over-rated 
as an antiseptic and oxidizer. It does 


not penetrate—merely bleaches the ex- | 


treme surface, and that only tempora- 


rily. The continued use has a tendency 


to dry the skin, and will eventually de- 


troy any hair there may be. 


The various Peroxide Creams on the 
market do not contain. any great 
amount of H,O, (usually more H,O).

But as long as the trade 
demands the goods and you have to

Sodium-stearate Type 
The basis of this type is sodium 


stearate, prepared by the interaction of 
stearic acid and sodium. carbonate. 
Sodium stearate is the main constituent 
of ordinary soap, but the advantage of 


making the sodium stearate extempo- 


raneously is that a more finely divided 
mass is Obtained by the action of the 
carbon dioxide. The reaction is as fol- 
lows: | 
Na,CO,.H,O + 2HC,,H,,O, 
=2NaC,,H,,0,+CO, + 2H.O. 


Stearic acid, or cetyl acetic acid, oc- - 


curs as a glyceride in most hard fats, 


where it is associated with similar es- 
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ters of palmitic and oleic acids. The 
glyceride of stearic acid is known as 
stearin, but: in commerce the term 
“stearin” is applied to stearic acid, 
which is used on a large scale in the 
manufacture of candles. Stearin ob- 
tained from tallow by removal of the 
fluid olein: by pressure was the form 
first employed in candle-making, but 
the more easily prepared stearic acid 
afterwards’ introduced and 
answered the purpose better than 
stearin. Commercial stearic acid is 
made by saponifying suet, tallow, or 
shea butter with lime and then treat- 
ing with sulphuric acid to liberate the 
fatty acids. The oleic acid is then re- 
moved by pressure. There are many 
modifications of this method. 
well-known process the stearic acid is 
recovered by distillation. Stearic acid 
comprises 46 per cent of the fatty acids 


of tallow. The “chemically-pure” acid 


is crystallized from alcohol and occurs 
in lustrous tables. Pure stearic acid is 
official in the United States Pharma- 
copoeia, where it is employed in the 
manufacture of glycerin suppositories. 
It is, in fact, this process which has 
been adapted as the basis of the so- 
dium-stearate skin-creams. Although 
stearic acid is used in these creams, 
stearin, if obtainable, can be employed. 
Glycerin is always added in the process 


of making the creams, so that the small 


additional amount of liberated glycerin 
is scarcely a disadvantage. 

Sodium carbonate mono-hydrate is 

the proper form of sodium carbonate to 
employ. It is known as crystal soda, 
~ “Crescent” brand, and is largely used 
as the basis of bath-salts and water- 
softeners. The sodium carbonate which 
is sold for photographic purposes con- 


tains ten molecules of water, and as 


the firmness of the skin-cream depends 
upon the amount of water present, this 
form should not be employed. If crys- 
tal soda is not readily obtainable, ex- 
siccated sodium carbonate of the Brit-

pearly appearance. 


ish Pharmacopoeia, which is nearly 
free from water, may be substituted. 
Potassium stearate is preferred by 
some pharmacists, but it is more de- 
liquescent and less stable than the sodium 
salt. It is prepared by the use of po- 
tassium carbonate. 
A disadvantage of this type of skin- 
cream is the readiness with which the 
mass “falls,” or shrinks on keeping. To 
overcome this, tragacanth, agar-agar, 
or a similar mucilaginous body is used 


in one method, the other way being to 


add a small amount of grease, such as 
oil of theobroma, liquid paraffin, al- 
mond oil, or wool-fat, the idea in both 
cases being to coat the sodium-stearate 


particles and keep them from contact 


with the air. A trace of castor oil is 
sometimes added to this product, but 
in this case the intention is to obtain a 
Hydrogen perox- 
ide as an ingredient is used for its 
bleaching effect on the skin. In its 
place other peroxides and perborates 
could be employed.

Sodium carbonate ......... 155 gr 
Dorax ........... 30 gr 
of Viaue ylang........:: 20 min.

BACTERIAL VACCINES AND 
TUBERCULINS 


By Albert Schneider 

The following was prompted by the 
recent visit to the Cutter Laboratory, 
as reported in the April issue of the 
Pacific Pharmacist. Many of the state- 
ments are taken from the special cir- 
culars of information issued by the 
Cutter Laboratory and by other simi- 
lar laboratories. It is a very brief, 
much condensed summary of the sub- 
ject, omitting all fanciful theorizations 
and adhering to the facts as now com- 
prehended by the leaders in the medi- 
cal profession. Reliable pharmaceu- 
tical manufacturing houses do not pre- 
pare and market new remedial agents 
until there is a demand for them, cre- 
ated by the leaders in the medical pro- 
fession. 

The studies of Metchnikoff and 
Leishman on phagocytosis paved the 
way for the discoveries of Wright for 
the Opsonic Method of Treatment of 
bacterial diseases. Of the means 
whereby the body tissues are enabled to 
overcome bacterial invasion, our pres- 
ent knowledge is far from _ perfect. 
Metchnikoff holds that the principal 
part is played by the substances to 
which he has given the name “stimu- 
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lins.” The presence of these substances 
in the tissue fluids he has not yet sat- 
isfactorily demonstrated, but considers 
their function to be that of acting upon 
the phagocytes so as to stimulate them 
to perform phagocytosis. Wright, on 
the other hand, has demonstrated be- 
yond doubt the presence in the blood of 
substances which act upon the infecting 


bacteria and get them ready for the 


completion of their destruction by the 
phagocytes. To these bodies he has 
given the name “opsonins.” ‘That pre- 
opsonin or opsonins are not formed in 
the blood is certain. Experimental evi- 
dence seems to prove that they are 
products of muscular or subcutaneous 
activity. The possible conclusion is that 
the actual formation of opsonins oc- 
curs in the muscle tissues and passes 
thence to the blood. Wright has dem- 


onstrated more or less satisfactorilv 


the presence of opsonin in the blood 
of animals and humans and- by a 
special technique has measured the rel- 
ative amount. This measurement is a 
ratio of the activity of the phagocytes 


‘in normal blood and of that in disease, 


before or after stimulation, determined 
by the number of bacteria that a single 
phagocyte will ingest—the so-called 
“Opsonic Index.” This index or ratio 
is made intelligible by decimal figures 
which represent the number of bacteria 
the average phagocyte will take up. It 
is said that the phagocytes in normal 


blood will ingest an average of 10 bac- 


teria, represented in the index by the 
figures 1.0, but in that of disease 
(chronic) the phagocytes will only take 
up an average of 3, 6, or other numbers, 
represented by the figures 0.3, 0.6, etc. 
After stimulation the phagocytes may 
take up 15, 25, or other numbers of bac- 
teria represented in the index by the 
figures 1.5, 2.5, etc. 


The taking of the opsonic index of an 
individual’s blood requires considerable 
delicate technique. In brief, it is per- 
formed by mixing together equal vol- 


ume quantities (measured in a capillary 
tube) of blood serum and an emulsion 
of bacteria and incubating for 15 min- 
utes at 37.5 degrees C. Then making a 
thin smear of the mixture on a micro- 
scopic slide, drying and staining, and 
counting the number of bacteria en- 
closed in each white blood corpuscle 
(So to 200 cells counted) and striking 
an average. This average is the index 


stated by a decimal figure. The index 


thus obtained indicates the relative 
phagocytic power of the individual’s 
blood tested, whether below or above 
the normal. 


~The opsonic index taken in the va- 
rious chronic forms of bacterial infec- 
tions is invariably below normal and 
shows that the phagocytic power is 
low, and it seems to prove that the 
chronicity is due to the abnormal phag- 
ocytosis. The injection of several mil- 
lions of devitalized bacteria of the same 
kind as causing the infection, causes 
the formation of the specific opsonin, 


arouses the phagocytic activity and re- 


lieves the chronic condition. The mix- 
ture for the injection is a homogeneous 
suspension of the bacteria in. physio- 
logic salt solution with 0.4 per cent of 
trikresol or lysol. It is heated to 60 
degrees C, for an hour to devitalize, 
and the number of bacteria adjusted to 
represent a special number of millions 


in each cubic centimeter. This is 


termed a bacterial vaccine. The most 
successful treatment has been with a 
vaccine made from the individual dis- 
ease—autogenous or homologous vac- 
cine—but this is not always possible, 
as in many diseases a culture cannot be 
obtained, and then resort is made to a 
stock vaccine—one made from a similar 
disease in another individual. Owing 
to the various strains of some bacteria 
an autogenous vaccine is the only one 
suitable. 
The following bacterial vaccines are 


now prepared by the Cutter and other 
manufacturers and are being used: 
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Gonococcic Vaccine 
A suspension of devitalized Micro- 
coccus gonorrhoez in a physiologic 
salt solution with 0.4 per cent of 


trikresol. Each cc. contains about 


50,000,000 microbes. About 10,000,000 


microbes represents an average dose, 
although some recommend as _ high 


as 250,000,000 microbe doses. This 


remedy is of diagnostic value and is 
reported as being curative in chronic: 


forms of gonorrheea. 
Staphylococcic Vaccine 

A suspension of devitalized Staphylo- 
cocci in physiologic salt solution with 
0.4 per cent trikresol. Each cubic cen- 
timeter contains about 500,000,000 
cocci, being about an equal number of 
Staphylococcus Pyogenus Aureus and 
Staphylococcus Pyogenus Albus, used 
by hypodermic injection in the treat- 
ment of acne, furunculosis, boils, etc., 
and any Staphylococcic skin infection. 


This preparation has been used with 


considerable success, particularly in the 
treatment of boils. 

autogenous or homologous vac- 
cine is a suspension of devitalized bac- 
teria propagated directly from the dis- 
ease. The method is to make multiplied 
cultures of the infecting organisms on 
solid culture media, remove the surface 
growths and agitate in sterile physio- 
logic salt solution to a uniform suspen- 
sion or “emulsion.” ‘The bacteria are 
then counted in comparison with the 


red corpuscles in an equal volume of 


normal blood and adjusted to the de- 
sired number by dilution. It is devital- 
ized by heating to 60 degrees C. for one 
hour and then tested for absolute ster- 
ility by the usual bacteriologic 
methods. Material for the cultures 
must be such as contain the infecting 
organisms and collected with strict 
aseptic precautions to prevent contami- 


nation with extraneous bacteria. Such 


material may be blood, pus or secre- 
tions. 
Most interesting of all is the ex- 
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planation regarding the manufacture 
and use of tuberculin and the diagnos- 
tic use made of the several preparations 
of tuberculin. The following. prepara- 
tions are used: 

Tuberculin O. T., original or old tu- 
berculin, which is prepared by growing 
a pure culture of human tubercle bacilli 
on the surface of 5 per cent glycerin 
bouillon for six to eight weeks. It ts 
then sterilized in a steam bath at I00 
degrees C. for an hour and filtered to 
remove the bacilli, the filtrate evap- 
orated on a water bath to 1-10 of its” 
volume and again filtered, which then 
is the tuberculin. The concentration 
increases the glycerin content from 5 
per cent to 50 per cent, which acts as a 
preservative. The tuberculin is the | 
concentrated culture medium contain- 
ing the excreted products of the bacilli 
during life that are not altered by heat- | 
ing. 

Tuberculin B. F., or Bouillon Filtrate 
The culture is grown in the same 
way and for the same length of time as 
the “old.” ‘The bouillon is decanted 
from the surface culture, 0.4 per cent 
trikresol added and filtered through a 
Berkfeld (porcelain) filter to remove 
all bacilli. Denys claims that the fil-. 
trate contains very sensitive immuniz- 


ing substances which are destroyed by 


heating, as in the process used for ster- 

ilizing and evaporating old tuberculin 

according to the Koch method. 
Tubercle Residue, T. R. 

This is prepared by growing a pure 
culture of human.-tubercle bacilli on 5 
per cent glycerin bouillon until the 
growth nearly covers the surface of the 
bouillon, at which time the bacilli are 
the most vigorous. These are freed 
from the culture medium by filtering 
through a sterile hard paper filter and 
washing many times with sterile water. 
The bacilli are dried in a vacuum dessi- 
cator in the dark. The dried bacilli are 
then ground by special machinery, sus- 
pended in sterile distilled water and 
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vigorously centrifuged (4000 revolu- 
tions per minute). The opalescent 
supernatant fluid is drawn off and dis- 
carded, the sediment is again dried and 
reground and again centrifuged. This 


time the opalescent supernatant fluid is 


reserved. The process of drying, 
grinding and centrifuging is kept up 
until the bacilli at first taken are en- 


tirely extinguished or disintegrated and © 


go into solution, and the finely disinte- 
grated cell wall which is insoluble re- 
mains in suspension, giving the opal- 
escence to the liquid. The combined 
supernatant fluids are then standard- 
ized, so that each cc. contains 2 mg. of 
total residue or solid substance upon 


evaporation. Tuberculin R., or T. R., 
is a fluid containing the soluble portion 


of the disintegrated tubercle bacilli to- 


gether with the suspended minute frag- 


ments of the cell wall and containing 
20 per cent glycerin with 0.4 per cent 


of Trikresol. The dose is regulated by 


the amount of solid substance it con- 


tains. It is heated at 60 degrees C. for 


one hour to insure sterility. 
Bacillen Emulsion, B. E. 


This is prepared by the same process 
as T. R. The tubercle bacilli are re- 
moved from the medium, carefully 
washed with sterile water, dried in 


vacuum dessicator in the dark, ground | 


by special machinery and centrifuged. 
The opalescent supernatant fluid is re- 
served. The sediment is again dried 
and re-ground and again centrifuged. 
The process of grinding and centrifug- 
ing is continued until the bacilli have 
all been disintegrated and have gone 
into solution, and the cell detritus is in 
suspension. The fluids are combined 


cence). 


There are 5 mg. of dried tu- 
bercle bacilli in each cc. It-is heated 
to 60 degrees C. for one hour to insure 
sterility. 

As tuberculin is used in dilutions it 
is necessary to make a suitable diluent. 
For this purpose sterilize by heating 
one hour to near the boiling point, 100 
cc. distilled or boiled water containing 
0.850 gms. salt and 0.4 cc.. Trikresol 


(or 0.5 cc. 95 per cent carbolic acid 


or 0.5 cc. pure lysol). A sterile 20 
per cent glycerin solution is also rec- 
ommended (glycerin 20 cc., water 80 
cc.), especially with T. R. and B. E.

There are several tests for tubercu- 
losis, as the Calmette and the Detre 
Differential. In the Calmette reaction 
a drop of I per cent solution of purified 
tuberculin is placed into the eye. If 
tuberculosis exists in any portion of 
the body an inflammation develops in 
the eye treated. This test is not al- 
ways reliable, as in infants and in ad- 
vanced stages when it is really not. 
necessary as the existence of the dis- 
ease is then only too evident. 

The Detre Differential Diagnostic Test 

Is to differentiate between a tuber- 
cular infection of human origin and 
one of bovine origin, and also to 
measure to some degree the extent of 
the disease, whether incipient or ad- 
vanced. |

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A reaction is indicated by an inflam- 
matory area, appearing in 24 to 48 
hours, around one or all of the points 
upon which the tuberculin is applied. 
The origin of the infection is deter- 
mined by comparing the different in- 
flammatory areas. Should the inflam- 
matory area around the point at which 
the “human” tuberculin was applied, 
predominate, it is an indication of an 


infection of human origin. Should the 


predominating inflammation occur 
around the point at which the “bo- 
vine’ tuberculin was applied, it 1s in- 
dicative of an infection of bovine origin. 


Prof. Detre differentiates between 


an incipient and an advanced or. 


chronic infection in the following man- 
ner,—if all the inflammatory areas be 
approximately the same size it is an 
indication of a relatively advanced in- 
fection. Again, an advanced infection 
may be indicated by a high reaction 
around the point of application of the 
Tuberculin, O. T., and a moderate re- 
action at one or both of the other 
points. 


Smallpox Vaccine 


This remedy is known to all. As 
the result of the long continued prac- 
tice of vaccination the one-time ter- 


rible plague generally known as small-. 


pox has in some countries become 
practically extinct. In Germany, where 
compulsory vaccination is rigidly en- 
forced, the mortality rate from this 
disease is about I-10 per cent; in 
America where vaccination is very 
irregularly enforced, due to the opposi- 
tion of misguided cranks, the mortality 
rate is much higher, nearly 3 per cent. 
As ‘the result of the use of diphtheria 
antitoxin, the mortality rate in this dis- 
ease has fallen from about 40 per cent 
to about 5 per cent. We may conf- 
dently hope that within a decade we 
may have a reliable cure for the most 
terrible disease of all, namely tuber- 
culosis. 
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THE BUSINESS SIDE OF PHARMACY 


P. E. Mackey, ’09* 
Every man has his own ideas regard- 


ing the successful management of a 
drug store, else all the stores would be 
doing about the same amount of busi- 
ness and there would be no successful 
pharmacists nor bankrupts. 

The first steps, after the store has 
been nicely fitted out with neat fixtures 


everything arranged systemati- 


cally and conveniently, is to get on the 
friendly side of the city wholesalers: 
You might need their good will at some 
time; also, become well acquainted 
with your banker, for the same reason. 


‘These two are liable to prove valuable 


assets in case of a “pinch.” Keep your 
store in as new a condition as you pos- 
sibly can. There is nothing so satisfy- 
ing to your customers as a neat-appear- 
ing store: this means the complete ab-. 
sence of dust or dirt, and having every- 
thing kept in its place, and hence no 
hint of confusion. nee 

Stick to a strictly cash business if. 
possible; it is the best paying one. If 
it is necessary to do a credit business, 
be careful to whom you give credit. 
Adopt some good system of charging 
your credit sales. In a small business, © 
a day-book and a loose-leaf ledger are 
all that are necessary. Each credit sale 
is entered into the day-book and from 
there posted into the ledger every two, 
three or four days, as the business re- 


quires. It is not good business policy 


to let entries run too long without post- 
ing. In a larger business, one could 
adopt charge tags and have a cashier 
who would post these into a journal as 
fast as they came in. From this journal 
they could be posted into a ledger, and | 
a duplicate made, by the use of carbon 
paper. At the end of the month the

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original itemized bill, in the ledger can 
be torn out and mailed to the customer, 
the copy being kept on file. This saves 
all the work and time of copying. 


Bills should be out on the first of the 
month, without fail. 
this; your customers will respect you. 
If it is necessary (and it is in a large 
business), take the items from the last 
two or three days of the month and 
add them to the following month’s bill 


calling the customer’s attention to this - 
fact by having a notice printed on the 


bill-heads. All bills should be itemized. 
Be careful about dunning a person. A 
little haste is dangerous sometimes, but 
if you do this and make any threats re- 
garding a collection agency, be sure to 


carry out your threat in case the cus- 


tomer fails to come through. 


All goods that come into the store 


should be marked, the cost price in code 


and the selling price in plain Arabic 


numerals. Don’t use the bit sign (/) ; 
it is confusing to Easterners, and is apt 
to be mistaken for the English shilling 
sign. It is a good idea to let your 
clerks know your code; it gives them a 
chance to know what articles they 
make good on for the boss, and conse- 
quently the ones to sell. Be careful 
not to overbuy, especially on out-of- 
season goods; this has sent many a 
man to the wall. Be friendly with the 
traveling man; he can do you lots of 
good and turn things your way some- 
times. A nice line of “your own 
makes” is a good thing, and the only 
thing that will put the money in the 
bank fast. Select good formulas, neat 
labels and packages, then fill your win- 
dows and cover the tops of your show- 
cases with the goods. They will sell if 
they are made into the proper packages 
and have the medicinal virtues you 
claim for them. Make no misrepresen- 
tations upon the labels; there is a Pure 
Food and Drug Law, you know. 
Make your windows talk, also your 
showcases. People like to note a 
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Be regular in 
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change and know what you have for 
sale besides drugs. Side lines are neces- 
sary in these days of keen competition, 
but try to stick to the legitimate drug 
trade as closely as possible and only 
adopt: profitable side lines. 

Make your prescription department a 
feature and a money-making one. 
Don’t forget that a neatly capped pre- 
scription instils a whole lot of confi- 
dence in the patient or patient’s rela- 
tives, and an ointment “put” into a jar 
or pot, not “slopped” in, will do as 
much. | 

We musn’t overlook the most impor- 
tant step—good help. Get good clerks 
and keep them by treating them as well 
as your competitor would, and pay 
them as much. Insist that they be neat, 
clean, courteous and equally attentive 
to all. — 


INCORPORATING A PERFUME 
WITH TALCUM 


The material should never be diluted 
with alcohol, but should be rubbed up 
with a dry base. For instance, four 
ounces of orientol or a combination of 
materials may be incorporated with 
five pounds of powdered orris root, by 
rubbing and sifting a number of times, 
and then allowing to mellow a week 
before use. This perfume powder is 
then used in the proportion of from 
four to twelve ounces to ten pounds of 
talcum powder. Light colored orris 
should be used, so as not to darken 
the color of the talcum. If it is im- 
possible to obtain this, or if for any rea- 
son a very slight yellowish tinge is 
objected to, finely powdered boracic 
acid may be used instead, but never use 
magnesia. Magnesia will absorb an oil 
very easily, but will also give up the 
odor again very rapidly. 

The only benefit in using orris root 
is that it contains valuable fixative 
principles, which will make the per- 
fume much more lasting in the pow- 


der, as it will hold it tenaciously.— 
Alois von Isaacovics.

Many druggists in the bay cities and 
other parts of the State, while taking 
in the different places of learning in the 
city, never give a thought to an institu- 
tion where they may spend a few hours 
and learn many up-to-date ideas in the 


teaching of theory and practice of 


pharmacy. 

A few weeks ago I paid a visit to 
the college, where | found the students 
at work in the pharmaceutical labora- 
tory with a professor and his assistant. 


The latter were busy overlooking the 


work of the students, and answering 
any questions they might ask. On the 
blackboard were a list of about ten dif- 
ferent official preparations, which each 
student was expected to prepare and 
make up to the requirements of the 
Pure Drugs Law. Among them official 
aromatic waters were being made by 
the Juniors by six different processes, 
one of them being a cinnamon water.

This is 
simply an example of one of the little 
things to be learned at college, and is 
a good example of how to make a 
saturated aromatic water.

Visiting the Chemical Laboratory, I 
found the Seniors engaged in volu- 
metric quantitative analysis. The work 


is outlined on the blackboard, and the 


students are required by the aid of 
their laboratory manual to do the work 
and hand reports of their results to the 
professor. In the Research Laboratory, 
I found the graduate class at work, one 
with a polariscope and others with 
chemical and microscopical examina- 
In the Bacteriological Labora- 
tory, cultures of bacteria and other 


- germs were being made and examined, 


work that was unknown when I was a 
student. It occurred to me that many 
druggists in California should get busy 
and equip their laboratories with ap- 
paratus to make pharmaceutical prepa- 
rations up to the standard, or buy them 
from the larger manufacturing con- 
cerns. | 

‘Considering the present laws under 
which the pharmacist must prepare 
preparations, I believe there is only one 
thing for the young pharmacist to do, | 
and that is to take a full course in a 
college of pharmacy, where the art and 
the science of pharmacy are taught as 
one should know them. I further be- 
lieve that this will not be from choice 
but a necessity, for the reason that 
several States at the present time re- 
quire that all those who wish to 


practice pharmacy must produce cre- 


dentials as being graduates in phar- 
macy before an examination can be 
taken before the State Board for a 
license to practice, and other States are 
contemplating similar action. 
To be a graduate means protection 
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to the public and to the pharmacist, 
and incidentally elevation of pharmacy 
as a profession.

EXTERMINATING GARDEN AND 
HOUSE PESTS 
By F. Pilkington Sargeant 


Ants 


Ants are particularly objectionable to 
the fruit grower. They pierce the epi- 
dermis of the ripe fruit and feed on the 
sugar contained in the pulp, They also 
eat their way through the perianth 
leaves of many flowers in order to get 
to the honey in the nectaries. Their 
gravest fault, however, is that they 
carry about and nourish many pests 
which are harmful to plants, notably 
the various kinds of aphides. 

The ants’ nest is governed by a 
queen, and is most rigorously con- 
trolled. The workers are barren 
females, and they carefully tend the 
eggs, which hatch out in from two to 


four weeks, forming small white leg- 


less grubs or larve. These are divided 
into groups according to age, and be- 


come pupz in from one to six months. 
The pupze are sometimes covered with 


a cocoon, sometimes they are naked. 


They are often called “ant eggs.” 


After some days they emerge as per- 
fect insects, and the older ants may be 
seen carefully unfolding their legs and 
otherwise assisting them. The males 
and females possess wings. The for- 
mer do not live long, and the latter 


lose their wings when they settle down 


to form a fresh nest. The workers are 
wingless. The nest of the ant, there- 
fore, contains males, females and 
workers, the last constituting the great 
majority. Each nest may contain from 
five thousand to five hundred thousand 
individuals. ‘There are also troops of 
aphides and numerous domestic pets 
in the form of certain blind beetles, 
etc. The development of individuals 
is always proportional to the accom- 
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modation of the nest. From this the 
difficulty of ridding a greenhouse of 
ants otherwise than by the destruction 
of the nest with the queens is obvious. 
If fifty individuals are poisoned or 
otherwise die fifty more larve than 
would have otherwise survived are 
allowed to come to maturity, and the 
capacity of the nest is again balanced. 

If at all possible of application the 
best remedy is boiling water, which 
should be poured into the nest. Failing 
this, carbon bisulphide, nitrobenzene, 
or paraffin injected into the nest will 
destroy the insects. A lump of sodium 
cyanide is also an effectual remedy. 
The various preparations of which 
naphthalene is the basis will simply 
drive the ants from one part of the 
house to another. A solution of phenol 
containing 1.25 per cent is often used, 
and if it does not result in the death of 
the insects it certainly repels them. 
One of the most crude and dangerous 
remedies is a proprietary ant destroyer 
composed of arsenic and honey. Such 
a liquid ant destroyer could be made as 
follows: 


Arsenical Ant Destroyer (Liquid) 


OxiGe 5.00 


Mix the arsenious oxide in very fine 


powder with the other ingredients. 


If the nests cannot be located, one of 
the two following pastes could be em- 
ployed. They should be smeared on 
sticks and placed about the staging of 
the greenhouse:

To these add a trace of oil of anise 
and color with chlorophyll. 


Arsenical Ant Destroyer (Paste) 


Arsenious oxide ............ 5.00 


Or q. s. to form a paste 
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Flavor with a little oil of anise and 
color with Paris green. ‘This should 
not remain in contact with air or 
moisture, otherwise it becomes uncom- 
fortably sticky. The merest trace of 
oil of anise must be used. A little ap- 
pears to attract the insects, but more 
than a trace repels them. If for any 
reason the use of liquid or paste be im- 
possible the following powder is very 
destructive, and is much more effective 
than ready-made naphthalene powders 
without lime: 


Ant Powder

This may be sprinkled about the 
haunts of the insects or, better still, be 
introduced into the nests. 


Beetles 


~The Coleoptera, like the other mem- 
bers of the class Insecta, are more de- 
structive when in the larval condition 
than in any other state. It is, there- 
fore, when they are feeding heavily as 
larve that they should be destroyed. 
Despite all precautions many come to 
maturity and cause infinite trouble to 
the gardener. Cockroaches are particu- 
larly destructve to orchids, devouring 
the pseudo-bulbs; they also attack the 
succulent portions of many other 
plants. Many formule of beetle 
powders have been published, and there 
are many proprietary preparations. 
These nearly all contain borax as the 
essential ingredient. One of the most 
simple of these, particularly attractive 
to cockroaches, is the following:

A little of this powder should be 
_ placed on paper and laid in the haunts 
of the insects every night.

Another formula, which is more gen- 


erally applicable than the above, is as 
follows :

Sometimes it is much more convenient 
that the vermicide be in the form of a

‘On the Continent the use of highity 
toxic substances for the destruction of 


beetles and pests in general appears to 


be more popular than with us. One of 
the best-known German beetle powders 
is made as follows: 


German Beetle Powder 


Mercuric chloride .......... 0.05 
Borax in powder....... 
Oil of eucalyptus..... ne 0.10 


Angelica root in powder..to 100.00 

The mercuric chloride is sometimes 
replaced by double its weight of arseni- 
ous oxide in the above formula. 

A popular French beetle powder con- 
sists for the most part of basic ferric 
arsenate. It is stated that this prep- 
aration is quite harmless to human be- 
ings and domestic animals. It can be 
prepared by precipitating a suitable 
quantity of solution of ferric sulphate 
with a mixture of sodium arsenate and 
sodium bicarbonate. The precipitate 
is washed free from all soluble matter 
and dried. For use, one part of the 
powder is well mixed with about one 
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part of sugar and four parts of boiled 
potato. This is made into a soft paste 
with water, and “laid in all such places 
as the cockroaches or URRERDCELIES gen- 
erally resort to.” 


Snails and Slugs | 
Snails and slugs are amongst the 


most ravenous of the gardener’s ene-— 


mies. They are found in the kitchen 
garden, flower garden, field and green- 


house, and, though they appear to. 


thrive best in a warm, moist atmos- 
phere, they are capable of withstand- 
ing violent changes of temperature. 
Slugs lay enormous numbers of eggs, 
which they deposit under old leaves, 
twigs, and other rubbish during the 
greater part of the summer and au- 
tumn. They are, perhaps, the greatest 
enemies of the orchid inside, and of the 
dahlia outside. They feed at night, par- 
ticularly after rain. They are often in- 
troduced into the orchid house in the 
sphagnum moss. 
fore, always be carefully examined be- 
fore its introduction. The plants 


Should be placed over water, and a 


little cotton wool should be wrapped 
round the base of each inflorescence. 
For dahlias and general outside use 


one of the best deterrents is a mixture 


of soot and lime or naphthalene and 
lime lightly mixed with the top soil. 
If the ground be watered with lime 
water or a 0.75 per cent solution of 
ammonium carbonate, the slugs will 
come to the surface, and may be col- 
lected and destroyed. 
rous sulphate has been used success- 
fully for the destruction of slugs, the 
quantity used approximating to 265 
pounds to the acre. 


Wasps 

Wasps do a vast amount of damage 
in the fruit garden, and many of the 
larger fruit growers depute men es- 
pecially to seek out and destroy the 
wasp nests in the vicinity. The work- 
ers in the wasp nest, unlike the ant 
workers, perish in the autumn. In the

Preparing the Soda Fountain for the Com 
ing Season

May, the forerunner of summer, is 
always the time to start, and make a 
general clean-up of the fountain and 
other apparatus pertaining to the busi- 
ness. 
working parts very carefully and have 
all couplings replaced with new wash- 
ers, and all movable joints and parts 
tightened, so as to avoid trouble dur- 
ing the hot season. See that all leaks 
and breaks are mended and soldered. 
Go over the carbonator carefully and 


see that all parts are in good working 


order, especially the pump and regu- 
lator gauge. See that all syrup re- 
-ceptacles are well cleaned with boiling 


water, and all metal parts thoroughly ‘ 


scoured and polished. By doing this 
a great deal of trouble and delay, to 
say nothing of expense, will be avoided. 


If possible, commence with two or 


more new beverages, so as to give 
your customers the chance to see that 


you have not forgotten their last year’s | 


patronage, and are going to give them 
a treat on some entirely new drinks. 
A few neat strip signs on the front 
show windows will be effective. 

Now is the time to have your sea- 
son’s contract made for your supply of 
sweet cream, so that during the ex- 
tremely hot spells you will not be 
short of cream. Let your neighbor 
worry if he failed to look ahead. Make 
contracts for your fruits and other 
staple supplies which you will need. 
It is surprising how much time and 
labor these few points will save. 

If you do not keep your dispenser 
the year round, you will have to hustle 
for a good one as they are about all 
placed by this time; although your 
jobber generally has a list of boys, 
and probably can recommend a good 


It is well to look after all the 


syrups. 


man. Look out for the so-called pro- 
fessional dispensers; as a rule you will 
find that they all have the same cate- 
chism of answers to your questions, 
that they have worked in almost all of 
the best known places and in most 
cities in your vicinity. The majority 
smoke cigarettes, drink, etc. I find that 
the one who has the least to say gen- 
erally turns out to be the best man. 
You will find that a neat and at- 
tractive menu card is a good trade 
getter. It not only serves as a bill of 
fare, but a good advertisement as well. 
A great many customers may want 
copies as souvenirs to send to their 
friends, especially if the souvenirs are 
original in design and make-up. 
Don’t have too much bric-a-brac, 
flower-pots and _ useless ornaments 
stacked around your apparatus. Give 
the fountain all the chance possible to 
show for itself. How would a beauti- 
ful statue look all bedecked with arti- 
ficial plants and cheap tin signs saying 
“Drink So-and-So for Chills and Fe- 
ver”? The laity know that a soda 
fountain is a place to get something 
to drink, and it will not take them long 
to find out what you have. It is not 
always the fountain that has the long- 
est list of drinks which does the most 
business, but the one that has the best 
and coldest soda; so see that your car- 
bonated water is always cold, and your 


flavors all made of the very best ma- 


terial obtainable, especially the fruit 
The most important point to 
watch is to see that the beverages are 
not served too sweet, as very few peo- 
ple like extremely sweet drinks. Also 
see that the dispensers thoroughly mix 
the drinks before serving. Using 
cracked or shaved ice in drinks is a 


mistake, for ice tends only to make a 


drink taste flat. The only drinks in 
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which it can be used to advantage is 
in lemonades and beverages made with 
still water, not carbonated. Frappes 
should all be shaken without ice; when 
strained, use only the coarse stream 
and serve quickly, otherwise they will 
be too flat to be good. 

Egg drinks are beginning to be very 
popular, and prove to be profitable if 
served rightly. Keep your supply out 


of sight, as there is nothing very at-_ 


tractive about a bowl of eggs on the 
counter, and in serving egg drinks, see 
that they are well shaken with cracked 
ice so as to chill and perfectly emul- 
sify the egg. Under no conditions 
should egg drinks be made without ice. 
Serve as quickly as possible, as they 


soon become flat if left standing, or 


poured from the glass to the shaker 
too much. 


Lemonades are another class of 


drinks that should be made with care. 
Under no circumstances should any 


acid be used, only pure lemon juice. 


Once your customers know that you 


use lemon juice and nothing else, you 
will be surprised how many lemonades 
you will be serving. I find that by 
Squeezing my day’s supply in the morn- 
ing and keeping it in ice, it will not 
get musty as it generally does. A 
good point is not to keep it all in one 
large bottle, but two or more smaller 
ones, because the less air there is in 
the bottle the better it will keep. 

A good feature to keep your fountain 


before the public is to specialize one 


good drink. It does not matter ex- 
actly what one,—but the one you 
choose, make it the top notch. In fact, 
put all of your energy to make it better 


than any of your competitors. Don’t 


stop at the cost of extra quality of ma- 
terial to make it. The first thing you 
know everybody will be talking about 
your particular drink, the way you 
serve it, how it looks, etc., and that 
gives strength to your entire service, 
and Mr. Smith and Mr. Jones will 
wonder how you get the business. 


REPORT ON PURITY OF MILK AND 
FOOD IN SAN FRANCISCO 


The subjoined summary of the work 
of the City Chemist shows that there is 
still need of the inspection of foods and 
drinks as carried on by the City Board 
of Health. It would appear that the 
milk served in restaurants is not as 
good as that sold in stores, and the 
latter not equal to that delivered by 
the milk wagons. The meats examined 
showed a larger proportion unfit for 


‘food (eight orders for arrest being 


given out of thirty-seven samples ex- 
amined). 
With such a showing it is clear that 
the City Chemist is a necessity.

method, inasmuch as the amount of 
alkaloid obtained is only approximate, 
nevertheless when all the conditions are 
duly observed, it appears that the ap-- 
proximation is the same in every case, 
and by the use of a factor which had 
been determined, the relation between 
the result obtained.and the total alka- 
loid present can He ascertained with 
sufficient accuracy for commercial pur- 
poses, and probably also for pharma- 
ceutical. 


E. E. Bourne, ’o9, read a paper on 
“Castor Oil,” his object being to show 
the easiest way of administering this 
medicine which continues to retain its 
hold on medical practice notwithstand- 
ing its nauseousness. No amount of 
elegant pharmacy seems to be able to 
drive castor oil out of the nursery and 
sick room. It is important therefore 
to find the least objectionable method 
of administering it. 


Fred West read a somewhat exhaus- 
tive paper on “The Opsonic Index,” 
showing its use and how the index was 
obtained. 
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The last paper was “The Estimation 
of Sparteine of Scoparius,” by F. J. 
Belz, ’o8. 

The proceedings were enlivened by 
a vocal solo by H. Gilmer, who sang as 
an encore, “Said the Boy who Stut- 
tered and the Girl who Lisped,” pro- 
voking rounds of applause for his in- 
imitable take-off.

A DEAD FAKE RAISES ITS HEAD 
AGAIN 

We were under the impression that 
that good old fake, Radam’s Microbe 
Killer—one of the worst and most 
fraudulent of all nostrums—was dead 
and buried for good. Not so, evidently. 
Or if it was dead and buried, it has 
been resuscitated. For on _ passing 
Hegeman’s drug store (at 200 Broad- 
way) one day last week, our attention 
was attracted by a large window dis- 
play, which consisted of hundreds of 


bottles of that nostrum. We procured 


a bottle. And this bottle will serve us 
as a text for three sermonettes. 
Number I—A Typical Nostrum Fake 
(Here follows a tirade on Radam’s 
Microbe Killer, concluding as follows) : 
But why waste space on that miser- 
able drivel, full of ignorance, cupidity 
and fraud? It is sufficient to state that 
we consider the sponsors and backers 
of this nostrum cheats and liars and 
worthy of the deepest contempt of 
every decent man. There can be no 
question as to the pernicious effect of 
such a nostrum—if not positively in- 
jurious it is negatively deadly by pre- 
venting people afflicted with serious 
and dangerous diseases from seeking 
proper medical aid at the proper time. 
But who. is instrumental in spread- 
ing, giving prestige to and in populariz- 
ing such nostrums? The answer to this 
question leads us to the second point 


in this article. 
Number II—The Department Stores of 
| Hegeman, Riker, Etc. 


I have stated at the outset that the 
grandiose display of Radam’s Killer 
was in the window of one of Hegeman’s 
drug stores. And without beating 
about the bush I will state it as my 
positive conviction, that with the ex- 
ception of the newspapers, the big drug 
stores, particularly the chain-stores, 


such as those of Hegeman, Riker, Bol- 
ton, Cora Dow, etc., are more responsi- 
ble for the persistence and the spread 
of the nostrum evil than any other 
single factor (or in fact than all other 
factors combined, with the above-men- 
tioned exception). The average drug- 
gist has finally become awakened to 
the danger of the nostrum evil, and to 
the impropriety, nay dishonesty, of 


pushing and recommending potent 


remedies for serious diseases. And if 
we had to deal with the average drug- 
gist alone, the influences of the phar- 


-maceutical press and of the pharmaceu- 


tical societies would be sufficient to 
induce him—the druggist—to have 
nothing to do with these nostrums, 
which may be characterized as dis- 
tinctly fraudulent. But we can do 
nothing with those “big” drug stores 
(department stores would be a more 
correct appellation). They—The Hege- 
mans, The Rikers, etc.—do not give a 
rap for pharmacy as a profession ; they 
sneer at the word “professional”; they 


are in pharmacy exclusively for the — 


money there is in it, and they will 
push, advertise and display any nos- 
trum, no matter how vile and fraud- 
ulent, provided they are given a 
sufficiently high discount to make it 
“worth their while.” And it is these 
big cut-rate corporation drug stores 
with unlimited capital (Hegeman’s is 
backed by the Standard Oil Company, 
while the tobacco octopus is said to be 
behind Riker’s) that hurt true profes- 
sional pharmacy more than anything 
else does. And not only are they not 
professional themselves, but they pre- 
vent others from being so. For the 
smaller druggist, in order to exist at 
all, is, often against his will, obliged to 
follow in their footsteps, take in un- 
professional side-lines, make objection- 
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able window displays, etc. And many 


a professional pharmacist is pushed to 
the wall and put out of business alto- 
gether by the continuous growth and 
branching out of the unprofessional 
corporation drug stores. And while we 
are on the subject, we might mention 
the fact that these stores are the finest 
substitution schools in the country. 
Any clerk who has worked in one of 
these stores for some time can never 
after sell the thing asked for without 
a pang in his heart. You can never go 
into one of these corporation stores and 
ask for an article of a definite brand 
without being graciously informed that 
“our preparation is much better” (“just 
as good” has gone out of style) or “our 
bottle is double the size.” 

The greatest menace to professional 


pharmacy today is the corporation drug 


store. | 
Number III—The Effect of the Guarantee 


We now come to our third and last 


point. We stated in a former editorial 
in the Critic and Guide that the Pure 
Food and Drugs Act “guarantee” did 
an incalculable amount of harm by 
making the people believe that the 


“guarantee” was given by the Govern- 


ment. It is altogether unfortunate that 
the word “guarantee” should have been 
used. Now, the very worst and lowest 
of nostrum manufacturers can, by com- 
plying with a few insignificant and 
altogether unessential rules, parade be- 
fore a gullible public the statement that 
his product is “guaranteed.” There 
could not be anything worse than Wm. 
Radam’s Killer; it is fraudulent in its 
claims from beginning to end, and still 
it has in prominent letters the legend: 
“Guaranteed under the Pure Food and 


Drugs Act, June 30th, 1906, No. 793.” 


Of what benefit is a pure food and 
drugs law. when such nostrums can be 
sold freely and their manufacturers are 
permitted to lie to their heart’s con- 
tent? The “guarantee” is much more 
of an aid than a hindrance to the nos- 
trum business. 


I would summarize this article, 
which has grown to a rather inordinate 
length, as follows: 

I. Wm. Radam’s (Microbe) Killer 
is a wretched fraudulent nostrum, 
which, dead for some years, is now be- 


ginning to raise its head again. Those 


who have the public weal at heart 
should not permit it to be resuscitated. 
Perhaps this article will cause the 
second funeral of this nostrum, and let 
us hope that when it is buried now it 
will stay buried. 


2. The big corporation drug stores 


(Hegeman’s, Riker’s, etc.) are the 


greatest obstacles in the way of pro- 
fessional pharmacy and constitute the 
most powerful support of the nostrum 


evil. 


3. The so-called pure food and 
drugs guarantee has proved more of a 


help than a hindrance to the nostrums, 


even of the lowest character. The 
word “guaranteed” should be elimi- 
nated altogether. Merely the serial 


number should appear.—Critic and 
Guide. |

CULTIVATING CASCARA SAGRADA 


In an article on this drug in the Kew 
Bulletin (No. 10, 1908), attention is 
directed to the fact that it is quite 
hardy in England—at all events, at 
Kew—forming bushy trees 18-21 feet 
in height, with a clear trunk 4-5 feet in 
length. According to the information 
received from Mr. F. R. S. Balfour, the 
trees are rapidly becoming extermi- 
nated in Washington and Oregon, 
about fifty cartloads of the bark, worth 
£100,000, having been forwarded last 
year from these districts, and he sug- 
gests that the tree might be cultivated 
with advantage in Western Ireland and 
But the director of Kew 
Gardens thought that it would be de- 
sirable to ascertain if bark grown in 
this country is as active as that im- 
ported from the United States, and to 
ascertain this, 534 lbs. of the dry bark 
of a tree grown at Kew were forwarded 
to the Wellcome Research Labora- 
tories and examined by Dr. H. A. D. 
Jowett. The report received at Kew 


_ stated that the present extract is indis- 


tinguishable in its action from that 
made from American bark, and the 
physician to whom tablets made from 
it were submitted reported them to be 
equal to the average of tablets pro- 
duced from bark grown in America. 
Dr. Jowett also reported that no dif- 
ference could be observed between the 


chemical character of the fresh bark 


one year old and that of the so-called 
mature bark three years old, and that 
beyond slight differences in the amount 
of extractive the examination of R. 
Purshiana and of R. Californica gave 
identical results. The latter species, 
as well as its varieties, R. tomentella 
and R. oleifolia, are evergreen shrubs 
of bushy habit, and are also hardy at 
Kew. The average yield of a tree of 
R. Purshiana is about Io Ibs. of bark, 
and as 1,000,000 lbs. of the drug are 
required annually, some 100,000 trees 
have to be sacrificed annually. The 
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trees could probably be treated in cop- 
pice fashion, as shoots. are readily sent 
up from the stumps. The tree from 
which the bark experimented with was 
derived was seventeen years old. The 
fruits are not freely produced in this 
country, and imported seed does not 
germinate well. Mr. E. M. Holmes, 
who has grown both R. Purshiana and 
R. Californica at Sevenoaks in Kent, 
confirms the above statements, so far 
as Kent is concerned. The plant grows 
freely, is deciduous, like the British 
species, and is equally hardy, but R. 
Californica, which is evergreen, is not 
quite so hardy in Kent, and suffers 
more from drought in summer.— — 
Pharmaceutical Journal.

This work, being a legal standard 
under the pure food and drug law in 
our Spanish speaking possessions, it 
became almost necessary that it be 
published in their own language. Ac- 
cordingly a translation has been made

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DEATH OF CHARLES W. FISCHER 
Information has been received of 
the death of Charles W. Fischer at 


Stuttgart, Wurtemberg, Germany. 


Mr. Fischer was formerly a resident of 
San Jose, where he had a drug store at 
35 South First street. 

The deceased was about 64 years of 
age at the time of his death, which was 
the result of a surgical operation the 


nature of which was not disclosed in | 


the communication received by Mr. 
Pellerano. Mr. Fischer survived but 
three days thereafter. | 

His death was quite unexpected to 
his friends and acquaintances. At no 


time in his recent letters, was any men- 


tion made of a malady indicating the 
probability of a surgical operation. 
At the request of the deceased, his 
body was cremated. 

Mr. Fischer located in San Jose and 


- engaged in the drug business over 30 
years ago, buying out the drug store 


of Dr. Lee in company with a Mr. 
Hopper. The partnership was of short 
duration, Mr. Fischer acquiring Mr. 
Hopper’s interests and continuing the 
business with great success up to 
June, 1900, when he took into the busi- 
ness his former clerk, N. A. Pellerano. 
This partnership continued up to a few 
years ago when Mr. Fischer withdrew 
from the activities of the business to 
spend the remainder of his days at his 
old home in Germany. 

Mr. Fischer had a wide acquaintance 
in San Jose and enjoyed the reputation 
of being not only a skillful apothecary 
but an exceedingly well-read man of 
broad, general culture. The news of 
his sudden death was received among 
his many friends here with feelings of 
profoundest sorrow. 


DEATH OF J. H. REDSECKER 
News has just reached us of the 
death of Jacob H. Redsecker, Ph. M., 
at his home in Lebanon, Pa. He had 
been in ill health nearly three years. 
He was an active member of the 
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American Pharmaceutical Association 
for many years, and his familiar face 
and genial disposition will be missed by 
many of the older members.

THE NEW POISON LAW 
An act to amend the title of and sections l, 

7, 8 and 9 of an act entitled “An act to 
regulate the sale of poisons in the State 

of California, and providing a penalty for 

the violation thereof,’ approved March 

6, 1907. (Approved March 19, 1909.) 

The people of the State of California, 
represented in senate and assembly, do en- 
act as follows: 
~ Section 1. The title of an act) entitled 
“An act to regulate the sale of poisons in 
the State of California and providing a. 
penalty for the violation thereof,” approved 
March 6, 1907, is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows, viz.:—‘‘An act to regulate 
the sale and use of poisons in the State of 
California and providing a penalty for the 
violation thereof.” 

Sec. 2. Section 1 of said act entitled “An 
act to regulate the sale of poisons in the 
State of California and. providing a penalty 
for the violation thereof’ approved March 
6, 1907, is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to vend, sell, give away or furnish 
either directly or indirectly, any poisons 
enumerated in schedules “A” and “B” in 
section seven of this act set forth as here- 
inafter set forth in this act, without labeling 
the package, box, bottle or paper in which 
said poison is contained, with the name of 
the article, the word “poison” and the name 
and place of business of the person furnish- 
ing the same. Said label shall be substan- 
tially in the form hereinafter provided. It 
shall be unlawful to sell or deliver any of 
the poisons named in schedule “A” or any 
other dangerous poisonous drug, chemical, 
or medicinal substance, which may from 
time to time be designated by the State 
Board of Pharmacy of California, unless on 
inquiry it is found that the person desiring 
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the same is aware of its poisonous charac- 
ter, and it satisfactorily appears that it is to 
be used for a legitimate purpose. It shall 
be unlawful for any person to give a ficti- 
tious name or make any false representa- 
tions to the seller or dealer when buying 
any of the poisons thus enumerated. Printed 
notice of all such additions to the schedule 
of poisons named and provided for in this 
section, and the antidote adopted by the 
board of pharmacy for such poisons, shall 
be given to all registered pharmacists with 
the next following renewal of their certifi- 
cates. It shall be unlawful to sell or deliver 
any poison included in schedule “A” or the 
additions thereto, without making or caus- 
ing to be made, an entry in a book kept 
solely for that purpose, stating the date 
and hour of sale, and the name, address and 
signature of the purchaser, the name and 
quantity of the poison sold, the statement 


by the purchaser of the purpose for which 


it is required, and the name of the dispenser, 
who must be a duly registered pharmacist. 

Said book shall be in form substantially 
as follows:

This book shall always be open for in- 
spection by the proper authorities, and 


. shall be preserved for at least five (5) years 


after the date of the last entry therein. 
Sec. 3. Section 7 of said act is hereby 


amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 7. Any person violating any of 


the provisions of section eight of this act 
shall upon conviction be punished as fol- 


lows, viz.: for the first offense by a fine of 
not less than one hundred dollars, and not 
to exceed two hundred and fifty dollars, or 
by imprisonment for not more than 100 
days, or by both fine and imprisoninent; 
for the second offense by a fine of not less 
than two hundred and “*[fifty dollars, 
and not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not more than 
200 days, or by both such fine and im- 


prisonment; and for the third offense by 


imprisonment in the state prison for not 
less than one year and not more than five 
years. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this act, except those con- 
tained in section eight, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion shall be fined in a sum not less than 
thirty dollars, nor more than one hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment for not more 


than fifty days or by both such fine and 


imprisonment. All fines collected shall be 


paid seventy-five (75) per cent to the state 
board of pharmacy, and twenty-five (25) per 
cent to the county treasurer of the county 
in which the prosecution is conducted. 

The following is schedule “A” referred 
to in section one, viz.: 

Schedule “A,” arsenic, its compounds and 
preparations, corrosive sublimate and other 
poisonous derivatives of mercury, corrosive 
sublimate tablets, antiseptic tablets contain- 
ing corrosive sublimate, cyanide of potas- 
sium, strychnine, hydrocyanic acid, oils of 
croton, rue and tansy, phosphorus and its 
poisonous derivatives or compounds, com- 
pound solution of cresol, lysol, strophanthus 
or its preparations, aconite, belladonna, nux 
vomica, veratrum viride, their preparations, 
alkaloids or derivatives. The following is 
schedule “B”: 

Hydrochloric or muriatic acid, nitric acid, 
oxalic acid, sulphuric acid, bromine, chloro- 
form, cowhage, creosote, ether, solution of 
formaldehyde or formalin, cantharides, 
cocculus indicus, Indian hemp or their 


preparations; iodine, or its tinctures, oils of 


savin and pennyroyal, tartar emetic and 
other poisonous derivatives of antimony, 
sugar of lead, sulphate of zinc, wood alcohol. 

‘Sec. 4. Section 8 of said act is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 8. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to sell, furnish 
or give away, or offer to sell, furnish or 
give away, or to have in their or his pos- 
session any cocaine, opium, morphine, co- — 
deine, heroin or chloral hydrate or any salt 
derivative or compound of the foregoing 
substances, or any preparation or compound 
containing any of the foregoing substances 
or their salts, derivatives or compounds, 
except upon the written order or prescrip- 
tion of a physician, dentist or veterinary sur- 
geon licensed to practice in this state; which 
order or prescription shall be dated and 
shall contain the name of the person for 
whom prescribed, or if ordered by a veteri- 
nary surgeon shall state the kind of animal 
for which ordered and shall be signed by 
the person giving the prescription or order. 
Such written order or prescription shall be © 
permanently retained on file by the person, 
firm or corporation who shall compound or 
dispense the articles ordered, or prescribed, 
and it shall not be again compounded or 
dispensed if each fluid or avoirdupois ounce 
contains more than eight grains of opium, 
or one grain of morphine, or two grains of 
codeine, or half a grain of heroin or sixty 
grains of chloral hydrate, except upon the 
written order of the prescriber for each and 
every subsequent compounding or dispens- 
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ing. No copy or duplicate of such written 
order or prescription shall be made or de- 
livered to any person, but the original shall 


at all times be open _ to _ inspection 
by the prescriber and _ properly § au- 
thorized officers of the law; provided 


that the above provisions shall not apply to 
preparations sold or dispensed without a 
physician’s prescription, containing less 
than two grains of opium, or oné-quarter 
grain of morphine or one-half grain of co- 
deine, or one-sixth grain heroin, or ten 
grains chloral hydrate in one fluid ounce, or, 
if a solid preparation, in the avoirdupois 
ounce; and provided further, that the above 
provisions shall not apply to sales at whole- 
sale by jobbers, wholesalers and manufac- 
turers to pharmacies, as defined in section 
one of an act entitled: “An act to regulate 
the practice of pharmacy in the State of 
California and to provide a penalty for the 
violation thereof; and for the appointment 
of a board to be known as the California 


State Board of Pharmacy, approved March > 


20, 1905, and acts amendatory thereof’; or 
physicians, nor to each other, nor to the 
sale at retail by retail pharmacies, to physi- 


cians, dentists, or veterinary surgeons duly 


licensed to practice in this state. 


It shall be unlawful for any practitioner 


of medicine, dentistry or veterinary medi- 
cine to furnish to or to prescribe for the 
use of any habitual user of the same, any 
cocaine, opium, morphine, codeine, heroin, 
or chloral hydrate, or any salt, derivative 
or compound of the foregoing substances, 
or any preparation containing any of the 
foregoing substances or their salts, deriva- 
tives or compounds, and it shall also be un- 
lawful for any practitioner of dentistry to 
prescribe any of the foregoing substances 
or their salts, derivatives or compounds, and 
it shall also be unlawful for any practitioner 
of dentistry to prescribe any of the fore- 
going substances for any person not under 
his treatment in the regular practice of his 
profession, or for any veterinary surgeon 


to prescribe any of the foregoing substances 


for the use of any human being; provided, 
however, that the provisions of this section 
shall not be construed to prevent any duly 
licensed physician from furnishing or pre- 
scribing in good faith for the habitual user 
of any narcotic drugs who is under his pro- 
fessional care, such substances as he may 
deem necessary for their treatment, when 
such prescriptions are not given or sub- 
stances furnished for the purpose of evading 
the purposes of this act. 

Sec. 5. Section nine of said act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 


tion 7. 


Section 9. The sale or furnishing of car- 
bolic acid (phenol) in quantities of less than 
one pound is prohibited unless upon the 
prescription of a physician, dentist or vet- 
erinary surgeon duly licensed to practice in 
this state; but this provision shall not apply 
to solutions of carbolic acid (phenol) con- 
taining not over ten per cent of the carbolic 
acid (phenol) and not less than ten per cent 
of ethyl alcohol. All sales of carbolic acid 
(phenol) thus diluted with water and ethyl 
alcohol so as to contain not more than ten 


per cent of carbolic acid (phenol) can be 


made under the same conditions as the 
drugs enumerated in schedule “B” as found 
in. section seven, but sales of carbolic acid 
(phenol) containing more than ten per cent 
of said acid shall be registered subject to 


the same regulations as the poisons enu- 


merated in schedule “A” as found in sec-

Practical Bacteriology, Blood Work and 


Animal Parasitology, by E. R. Stitt, Sur- 
geon U. S. Navy. XI + 294 octavo pages, 
with 86 illustrations.

We believe that text-books are improving 
from decade to decade. We also believe 


that qualified writers of text-books are 


rapidly crowding out those that are not 
qualified. Both statements are _ forcibly 
argued in the small, modest book before us. 


Not only is the author fully qualified as to 


education, but he has been thoroughly 


taught in the school of practical experience. 


Combine the two in one man, and we have 
the essentials for the creation of a text- 
book which will be a factor in imparting 
valuable knowledge to others. | 


The book is primarily intended for 


students in colleges of medicine, especially 
valuable to those of the medical profession 
who may be brought in contact with the 
diseases peculiar to tropical and_ sub- 


tropical countries. It is surprising to find 
what a fund of information is condensed in 


so small a volume. The author proceeds 
with facts, omitting all useless introduction. 


There is no uncertainty in the statements — 


made, no beating about the bush. 

Part I treats of general bacteriology, 
preparation of culture media, staining, etc., 
Part II is a study of the blood, Part III] 
treats of animal parasitology, and Part IV 
treats of clinical bacteriology and animal 
parasitology of the various organs and 
tissues.
